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THE READING STRIKERS 


They Report the Business of the Road as 
Being Badly Crippled. 
Reapine, Pg., Janvary 15.—Two meetings 
were held in this = today of the Reading 
railroad employes.. The employes’ convention, 
which met here over two weeks ago, aud 
ordered the present strike, met first. About 
10 delegates were present. Reports were re- 


pceived from a number of delegates, the sub- 


stance of which was that the company’s basi- 
ness was badly led at Port Richmond, 
Pottsville Shamokin and Gordon and Mahanoy 
planes. The coal traffic, it was stated, was at 
a stand still. Visitors from the mining regions, 
upon invitation, reported that the strikers were 
with the raijroaders, and would 
not go back until all their difficulties 
were seitied. Coal mining, it was reported, 
was completely tied upin the Schuy}kill eoai 
regions. The meeting of the new Reading 
railroad einployes’ district assembly No. 224, 
which will uitimately include all the hands 
employed by the company, was subsequently 
held. P. W. Hawman, of this city, presided. 
A number of assemblies were admitted, buta 
permanent organization was postponed until 
the next meeting in Pottsville, some time in 
April. Impartial observers of the proceed- 
ings today believe that within the coming 
week a break in the strike will come. 

Not a coal train passed down the road today. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 15.—For several 
days there has been under consideration by 
leading men in the order of Knights of Labor, 
the advisabilty of bringing suit by the common- 
wealth, through the attorney-genera!, against 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad and 
Coal and Iron company, to compel them to do 
certain things, which, itis alleged, they are 
obliged to do under their charter, and various 
privileges granted by the state. One charge is 
that the companies, by refusing to settle with 
the men are ‘“cornering’’ coal and 
other ¢ necessaries for the purpose of 
enhancing their values and _  extort- 
ing exorbitant prices from the community. 
Another charge relates to the responsibility of 
companies as common carriers,it being al- 
leged that on account of the companies action 
men are employed who do not give the best of 
service, and whose efforts result in delay and 
loss to the community. There are other 
charges which have been discussed, and it is 
said that some legal proceedings will shortly 
be instituted. 


MACKEY’S SHADY CAREER. 


Some of the Enterprises in Which He Has 
Been Engaged. 


WASHINGTON, January 15.—Judge T. J. 
Mackey, who has figured rather prominently 
in the Witherbce scandal, is said by those who 
have known: him from boyhood np to be any- 
thing buta saintly old gentleman who has 
been led astray by a designing woman. When 
quite a boy he joined the army of the 
United States in the war with Mexico and 
on his return home posed asa hero. He re- 
turned home with alimp and a bullet laid 
away in a neat case, which he asserted was the 
direct cause of his lameness. Several promi- 
nent people became interested in the young 
man, and efforts were made to provide for him. 
It was soon learned, however, that his leisure 
moments were spentin abstracting money from 
negroes by means of his superior knowledge of 
cards. His patrons, hearing of the lapses from 
grace, gave him a blessing and sent him 
adeift. 

Mackey then disappeared from his haunts 
in South Carolina. For several years nothing 
wits heard from him by his old acquaintances, 
but one day the papers were full of a ‘‘mar- 
riage in high life,’’ and one of the contracting 
partics was no lessa personage that Muckey 
and the other was a Miss Lieyd, of Baltimore. 
Then foilowed another weed of ignorance as 
to Mackey’s whereabouts. In 1557, however, 
he again appeared in Charleston. This time 
he was engaged in enlisting recruits for Gen- 
eral Walker’s Nicaraguan expedition. 

After ihe late civil war he again appeared in 
South Carolina, and posed as a republican dur- 
ing the reconstruction period. He was elected 
judge, and, although not a graduate at law, he 
inade a very respectable figure on the bench. 
He astounded everybody by his memory. His 
decisions were made up of references to the 
opinions of judgesin other states, whom he 
liberally quoted = in support of his 
own views. private investiga- 
tion developed’ the fact _ that the 
cases referred to by Judge Mackey, and in 
many instances the judges, existed only in his 
own mind. The judge finally returned to 


-Washington, where he engaged in the prac- 


tice of law. Several cases of importance 
were intrusted to him, notably the defense of 
the late General Hazen when he was tried by 
court martial. He hasnotsuddenly developed 
an inclination for feraale society, and many 
are the stories told of his escapades.

FALL OF 


An Aged Mennonite Clergyman Confesses 
Immorality. 

LANCASTER, Pa,, January 15.—An old man, 
honored by the Christian denomination of 
which he was a member with the highest office 
in its gift, and known hitherto as one whose 
life exemplified his pulpit teachings, has 
confessed a sin that made necessary his depo- 
sition from the office of clergyman and 
bishop. 

ev. Christian Bomberger, seventy years 
old, many years identified with the Men- 
nonite church, and for a generation at least 
one of the most venerated residents of the 
town of Lititz, ten miles from here, stands 
before the community self-convicted of immor- 
ality. One redeeming feature in the sad 
affair is that the name of the unfortunate 
woman involved is kept out of reach of those 
who revel in scandal. 

The ex-bishop inherited his clerical office al- 
most. For generations the family of which 
he isa member has been prominent in the 
Mennonite church. He himself was a student 
of the scriptures, apparently an earnest 
worker for the Chmristianizing of his fellow 
men, and since 1860 a bishop. His father and 
grandfather were ministers. His fall is the 
sensation of the day in this region. 

Mr. Bomberger’s fellow laborers in the 
church desired to deal with him without harsh- 
ness. His honored ancestry, his own services 
in the church’s behalf, were remembered. But 
the cause of religion in general, the good re- 
mite of the denomination in general, left them

They deposed him from his clerical position 
and excommunicated him from fellowship.

Scheol Children Dying on Their Way to 
School—Trasportatien at a Standstill 
Intense Suffering.

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A NOBLE LADY. 


Miss Dorothea L. Dix and Her Work in Be- 
half of the Insane. 


RALEIGH, N. C. January 13.—There are 
three insane asylums in this state. The old- 
est is a mile from this city, {crowning the 
crest of a glorious sweep of a hill with its 720 
feet of shapely length. The hill is named 
‘‘Dix Hill,’’ in honor of Miss Dorothea L. 
Dix, a woman whom all North Carolina de- 
lights to honor. Standing in the library of 
the asylum, Dr. Eugene Grissom, the super- 
intendent of the institution. and one of the 
most eminent alienists in this conntry, called 
attention to a portrait in oil of Miss Dix, her 
gift to this asylum,in which, perhaps more 
than any other of all the number she had 
founded, she always felt a pride. 

Miss Dix came to Raleigh in 1848, after huav- 
ing made a tour of this state, in the course of 
which she discovered and exposed abnses? in 
the treatment of the insane almost too dread- 
ful tobe believed. Ina western county she 
found aman, an old German named Hauser, 
who for some twenty years had been confined 
in a sort of pen of logs. Without fire, and at 
all seasons? absolutely bare of clothing, he 
dragged out his existence there, constantly 
shouting and crying, and really almost a wild 
beast. At intervals food was passed to him 
through a narrow opening in -the logs. . His 
cage was alongside a public road, and for years 
he had been an object of terror. 

Miss Dix visited stiri talked with hir 
through the little opening and by her personal 
magnetism tamed him. She described, his 
condition and his treatment in language so 
powerful as to bring tears to the eyes of the 
most hardened. It was the first protest made 
in this state against the horrible old idea that 
the insane were people upon whom 
God’s curse had fallen, and that they were 
beyond all cure. Her statement in this 
case letin light. Here at Raleigh she made 
up her mind that the state should ameliorate 
the condition of this class of unfortunates. To 
her the deed was quick after thought. She 
sent for the chairman of the most important 
house committee of the Yegislature. He de- 
clined tocome. She sent him word ,that if he 
did not call upon her she would call upon him. 

teluctantly he went to her rooms, just before 
the hour of the meeting of the legislature. He 
stood in her presence, hat in hand, legislative 
papers under his arm. 

“Speak quickly, madam, 
“Thavye but a few moments. 

She began to speak, in her oft, modulated 
voice. In eloquent language she pleaded the 
cause of the insane. Ina quarter of an hour 
the gentleman, charmed and already under 
her influence, sat down, put his papers 
upon the floor and _ listened  eager- 
ly. hree hours he sat there, and 
then went away her firm friend and 
ally and an _ earnest advocate of her 
project, which he had in common with so 
many others openly and bitterly opposed. He 
fought for it, and pressed the bil for an asy- 
lum to a triumphant conclusion, Miss Dix giv- 
ing her aid both in the committeerooms and 
on the floor. The legislature went even fur- 
ther. Itnamed in her honor the hill upon 
which the asylum was placed. The first pa- 
tient was a soldier who had served both in the 
war with the British in 1812 and the war with 
Mexico.

THE LIEN AND MORTGAGE LAWS, 


» The Lien and Mortgage Laws Denounced— 


An Unjust Tax Spotted, and Re- 
form Called For. 


GrREENsBoRO, N. C., January 15.—[Spe- 
cial. |—During the past week the State Allianc 
has been in sessionhere. There were over 
two hundred and fifty “delegates present, a 
great majority of whom were old men. Many 
matters of interest to farmers were debated. 

For ten years the immigration bureau has 
been run by the state at the excinsive expense 
of thefarmer. This was protested against as 
an unjust discrimination, and a resolution was 
adopted calling on the legislature either to 
support the burean from the general fund or 
to abolish it altogether. 

It was also asserted that the present law re- 
lating to homesteads and personal property ex- 
emptions were pregnant with evil in its prac 
tical operations and tendencies has brought 
about the oppression ; the usurions aud ruinous 
system of liens and mortgages, destroys credit, 
places men of moderate means in a “condition 
but little removed from slavery; promotes dis- 
honesty, cripples energy and retards progress. 
It was therefore 

Resolved, That we favor such modification 
of said laws as shall ultimately do away with 
the lien and mortgage system and restore to 
the debtor class the only equitable and just 
basis of credit, honesty, integrity and industry. 

Other resolutions and reports of less impor- 
tance were submitteed. In their declaration 
of principles, the convention declared that 
they would seek legislative relief not through 
separate parties, but through the two political 
parties now existing. All the present officers 
were re-elected to serve a second term. The 
convention was addressed by President J. F. 
Crowell, of Trinity college, and Joseph Moore, 
of New Garden. 


MRS. CHEATHAM BURIED

It is with pleasure that we answer the 


question of our contemporary, though it 
seems to us that the reasons are so apparent 
why a state tax is preferable toa federal 
tax, on the articles taxed by the internal 
revenue laws, as not to require the explana- 
tion asked for. 

We favor the repeal of the internal reve- 
nue laws, and in their place state taxation 
and control of the articles now taxed by 
these laws, ; 

1. Because such a course isin accord with 
the principles of the democratic party.

Congressman Stewart and the Excise Taxes. 

We are glad to know that the representa- 
tive in congress from this district is im- 
pressed with the fact that something ought 
to be done about the outrageous internal 
revenue laws. We observethat Mr. Stewart 
has introduced a bill requiring the judges of 
district courts to appoint commissioners in 
each county of their districts, and requiring 
marshals and other arresting officers to pro- 
eure warrants before making arrests in 
certain cases for alleged violation of the 
internal revenue laws, and directing that 
persons arrested be carried before the com- 
missioner of the county in which the arrest 
may be made, and providing a penalty for 
illegal arrests and illegal seizures of prop- 
erty, and for other purposes. The bill was 
referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

There is only one objection that Congress- 
man Stewart's constituents can have to this 
bill, but that objection is a fatal one from a 
democratic standpoint. The bill proposes 
to deal with the internal revenue system as 
if the people intended it to be a fixture, but 
it was never so intended, and any attempt 
to make it a fixture will never be tolerated 
by the democratic voters of this country. 
Least of all will such an attempt be toler- 
ated by Congressman Stewart’s constituents. 

The law isan outrageous one so far as 
its operations are concerned, but the- people 
do not wantit modified. In accordance 
with time-honored democratic principles, 
they want the law repealed and they will 
be satisfied with nothing less, 

Deep down in the democratic heart isthe 
feeling that the federal government has no 
business, in these piping times of peace, to 
collect excise taxes that are not necessary to 
the support. of the government. If the 
people of this country were to rest quietly 
under the infamous internal revenue system 
now in operation, they would form a decided 
contrast to every other people under the 
sun.

Germany As Our Competitor. 

If Mexico succeeds in obtaining a loan of 
$52,000,000 from Germany, our commercial 
interests south of the Rio Grande will be in 
a bad way for a long time to come. 

While we have been talking about a com- 
mercial union with Mexico, the fact has 
been persistently ignored that Germany for 
many years past has enjoyed all the benefits 
that such a union would be likely to confer 
upon the parties to it. This state of affairs 
is due to the difference in American and 
German business methods. The German 
merchants have established branch houses 
in Mexico and South America, and in many 


| localities they have driven all their com- 


petitors from the field. These merchants 
do not mind giving a year’s credit at a low 
rate of interest, and when accounts fall due 
they are satisfied with a smal]l payment, and 
are willing to supply their debtors for another 
year, Our American merchants are too im- 
patient. They want quick returns and big 
profits, and if they failto get their money 
in ninety days they raise a row and go into 
the courts. Mexican tradesmen are not ac- 
customed to this treatment. They are con- 
stitutionally slow, but they are lronest. 
They rarely fail, and an absconding debtor 
is hardly ever heard of even among the 
small dealers. Under the circumstances 
the Mexicans do not care to trade with 
Americans, and they will give the preference 
to the Germans until we offer more favor- 
able terms. 

A loan of $52,060,000 is a pretty heavy 
test of a nation’s friendship, but Germany 
regards Mexico as one of her best custom- 
ers. It may be, too, that this loan is the 
forerunner of German colonization in Mexi- 
co ona large scale. In this event there 
will be another flurry in this country about 
the Monroe doctrine, but our talk will not 
scare anybody until we build a navy and 
fortify our seaboard cities. The present 
outlook justifies the prediction that Ger- 
many will lead her competitors in the coun- 
tries south of us for generations to come.

THE CAT LIKED IT. 


Living Counterbalances on the Fly Wheels of 
Great zines. 
From the Electrical Review. 

From time to time one hears of various mishaps 
by which cats fall intothe path of fly wheels of 
engines and are car:ied round and round for hours 
on the inside rim of the wheel, and generally the 
infirmation concludes with some observation upon 
the wonderous muscular power of cats, enabling 
them to hold their position for such a time. 

A dog .im the engine room of the 
public station of the water works, 
while looking through a slit in the floor provided 
for the wheel, saw a cat in the basement below. He 
attempted to spring upon her between the spokes of 
the wheel, but was caught and carried around on 
the inside rim for a number of revolutions. On his 
release he would never enter or approach the build- 
ing again. 

The engine tender of one of the large armories in 
Connecticut perceived what he supposed to be a 
piece of newspaper on the Inside of the fly-wheel 
of the engine, and was somewhat provoked that 
any one should be so disorderly as to throw a paper 
in that way. But when the ‘mill was stopped at 
noon a cat jumped out, and, instead of being af- 
fronted or permanently terrified by the involuntary 
ride of several hours, did not abandon the engine 
room. 

The engincer ina printing office of one of the 

newspaper offices of Montreal discovered, as he

Apply- 
ing the formula and asuming what appears to be a 
proper limit forthe radious of gyration for a cat, 
shows that the centrifugal force in this instance on 
the inside rim of the fly-whee! of the engine, which 
was ten fect in diamwe'‘er, revolving fifty times per 
minute, was 5.76 times gravity, so that the cat was 
really pushed at all times against the rim witha 
pressure at 4%, times its own weight. 

The physical result of such an enormous pressure 
can best be conceived by considcring its effect upon 
a man weighing 175 pounds, where this excess of 
external pressure would amount to 731 pounds, a 
weight which few would care to sustain for a short 
time, and certainly none for hours.

Augustine. The great sun has just risen from 
his ocean bed and beams a pleasant welcome 
to the lonely visitor who has come to greet his 
rising.

The street it- 
gelf is liké a countty road, lined with liye ogks, 
rom whose branches nape the gray moss that 
dds a sort of weird appéarance to the whole, 
which is ceftainly fascinating. As the visitor 
wends his way past ancient houses with their 
pretty tropleal gardens, a scene of bustle and 
activity and splendor bursts upon him. This 
is the \lineda, and here are the latter day 
wonders—the Ponce de Leon, the Alcazar and 
the Casa Monica. The bustle and activity are 
furnished by squads of men at work upon the 
two unfinished hotels and upon the streets in 
front. Of these I will speak later. This is 
Ponce de Leon day—the day of the formal 
opening of this wonder, of wonders—and to 
this the visitor naturally turns his attention, 
How can he do otherwise? As he comes from 
beneath the hanging bows of the oaks which 
line the street upon which he has been walking 
there bursts upon him a scene of splendor 
which is overwhelming. He stops wal gazes 
in silence, drinking in the beauties as they 
flash upon him. This, then, is the Ponce®de 
Leon. The south and west fronts are those 
_ presented, and the oo language is 
capable of furnishing words to properly ex- 
press the sensations which come over one as he 
6tauds in the presence of this mighty mono- 
ithic reproduction of sixteenth century archi- 
ectuye. Mr. Flagler’sidea, that of reproduc- 
ing in a grand hotel the architecture of the pe- 
rod of Ponce de Leon and his compeers, was 
certainly a bold one; but so well has this idea 
been carried toa successful completion that 
there is scarcely anything about the building 
itself which gives an idea of newness—the 
building seems in perfect harmony with 
the old fort, the narrow _ streets 
with their queer overhanging _bal- 
conies and the dark faces and 
iusical patois of the descendants of those 
panish invaders. 

A mental analysis shows that the body of the 
building is of a blue gray granite-like cakiateaban 
with dark red brick and terra cotta trimmings, 
furnishing a most pleasing contrast. Terra 
cottais the ruling article of ornamentation, 
gnd a great deal has been used, especially 
about the logqgias, the turrets and the towers. 

As you stand at yonr first point of observa- 
tion and look first upon the south front, which 
is the main entrahce, then upon the west, you 

et some idea of the immensity of the struc- 
eee. You are told that the building is three 
hundred and seventy feet by five hundred, and 
covers, therefore,’ about five 
these figures convey any distinct impression 
upon your mind? As you look down the west 
side there seems to be no end to the walls 
with their beautiful blending colors, and at 
the end—for there is an end—you see that a 
man looks as small as a child. 

The immensity of the building and the pic- 
turesqueness of its outlines {impress one upon 
the first sigit. Walking toward the main en- 
trance he sees that the great court and the in- 
ner walls are more elaborately decorated than 
the outside walls, which are indeed quite 

lain—as this style of architecture demands. 

‘echnically speaking the architecture is that of 
the Spanish Renaissance, which was strongly 
influenced by the Moorish spirit. It has been 
said that this is a combination of the Spanish 
and the Moorish, bit the architect, Mr. Hast- 
ings, tells me that the Mocrish is seen only as 
it effects the Spanish.

In these 
he water come through the mouth of 
dolphins carved in high relief. The idea 
sought to be conveyed here and in the other 
ornamentation of the court being the marine 
character of the main material from which 
the building is constructed: the dolphins, 
too, being specially appropriate from the fact 
thatthe Indian name of the old town was 
given it because of large number of dolphins 
which were found in the bay. 

It is a matter of frequent comment on the 
part of observing visitors that while every- 
thing about the building has been wonderfully 
well done it has not, in a single respect, been 
overdone. An example of this is found in the 
main entrance, There is nothing gorgeous, 
nothing flashy here, but it is elegant in the 
truest sense of the word. From the fountain 
we goup three steps, and as we near the door- 
way there are’ four or five more. The 
doors are of live oak, plainly carved, 
and have brass mountings. Over 
the door-way is an arch bearing the words 
PONCE DE LEON, each letter carved upon a 
shield-sha block of terra cotta. Mermaids 
and cherubs, all beautifully carved, seem to be 
disporting themselves about the letters. Above 
this is a brilliant mosaic, with terra atta 
shields, upon which are carved appropriate—I 
suppose they are appropriate—legends. Here, 
as in the side entrances, the motif is carried to 
the top of the second story by stained glass 
windows with heayy terra cotta ornaments 
surrounding them. 

Having seen so much that is wonderful, the 
sight-seer naturally nerves himself for the 
beauties which are to follow, and it is due to 
this fact that he is able to retain his equilib- 
rium as he steps within the grand rotunda. 
The sight is bewildering. You are rather 
startled by the large number of columns,and you 
notice that there are some of oak perfectly plain 
which lend an air of solidity to the whole, 
while others—there are eight of these—are of 
antique oak, and upon each of these there have 
been carved four life-size caryatides. These 
were carved from drawings made by Mr. Hast- 
ings from living models, and they are perfect 
in figure and face. : 

The floor of the vestibule into which you first 
enter is a mosaic---bits of marble firmly laid in 
cement and each bit laid according to the arch- 
itect’s design. 

“Will that last ?’’ I asked Mr. Hastings. 
“Yes,”’ he replied, ‘‘better than anything 
else we know of. We hate samples of it as 
laid nearly two thousand years ago, ahd it is as 
firm as the day it was iy “4 

The wainscoating of this vestibule is of 
marble or granite to the height of seven or 
eight feet. That of the rotunda is of antique 
oak. The entire floor of vestibule and 
ofunda, is a beautiful mosaic, broken 
ere and there by blocks of highly colored 
polished marble. The wainscoating of the ro- 
tunda is of beautifully carved oak; indeed, 
the carving is one of the most attractive fea- 
tures of the entire ene. In two corners 
there are large marble fireplace’, 4nd in two 
there are pretty fountains. 

The first thing you do is, of course, to walk 
to the center of the rotunda and look up. The 
sight which greets your eye isa_ brilliant one. 
Here the artist has given his genius full play, 
but the result can hardly be described. On 
the eight grand ceilings there are two sets of 
allegorical pictures. The first set represents the 
four clements—Earth, Air, Fire and Water— 
all represented by female figures, wonderfully 
conceived and beautifully executed. The 
idea of each figure here, as in the other set, is 
carried into the surrounding  decora- 
tions in a most delicate and pleas- 
ing manner. The second set, the 
ficures alternating with those representing the 
elements—repfesents Adventure, Discovery, 
Conquest and Civilization. These, too, are 
represented by female figures. - Adventure 
bears a sword looselyin her hand, and her pose 
suggests action; Discovery holds a globe in 
oné hand, while the other rests upon a rudder; 
Conquest,a dark-haired maiden, holds a sword 
firmly in her hand, which rests upon her knee, 
and her face bears a look of triumph; Civiliza- 
tion holds a book in her lap, and the surround- 
ing decorations consist of crosses. Al] these 
ornaments are of the Renfissance.

In each wing there is an interesting chrono- 
logical chart illustrative of the landing of the 


Ponce de Leon in 1512. Interspersed with the 
Spanish we find English and French in their 
proper places—the climax being reached by 
the figures 1821 and the American coat of 
arms, which is intended, of course, to indicate 
the time when the old city became a part of 
the United States. 

The lover of art might spend a day in study- 
ing these ceilingsand a nightin writing a 
description of them and then it would be most 
unsatisfactory. The room is as large as many 
anopera house, the central part being about 
ninety feet square and the wings projecting 
thirty feet to the east and tothe west. There 
are no adjectives in the English lan quite 
equal to a description of the gen effect of 
itall. The room is undoubtedly the finest 
salon in this country and probably the finest 
in the world. . 

A brief glimpse of the parlors and then we 
must deal with generalities.

THE CONCRETE. 

The material from which the Ponce de leon 
is built is known as concrete. It is made 
from the coquina, a substance the main ingre- 
dients of which are little shells—sand and ce- 
ment. The compound consists of one part of 
cement, one partof sand and five of shell. 
This great building has not been built, it has 
been cast. This is literally and absolutely 
true and itis a monolith in the sense that 
there isnot ajointin it. Boxes very much 
like those used by moulders arc built and are 
fitted to the foundation walls. Into these the 
concrete is packed and is left about 48 hours 
while it hardens. It is kept damp fora few 
days all the time continuing to harden. The 

rocess is the same throughout the entire 
buildin g and as the concrete hardens day by day 
year by year, the building becomes as solid as 
if hewn from granite. The concrete doubles 
its power of resistance each year.

These were orgenized by 
the Southern Methodist bishops into the 
Colord Methodist Episcopal cliurch with 
their own pastors, presiding elders and 
bishops. This church has increased until ite mem. 
bersuip runs up to 125,000, While it isa separate 
and independent church, it still sustains the most 

endly relations with the M E. chureh, South. A 
— vears ago the bishops of the colored M. E. 
ehure hy presented a memorial to the general conf -r- 
ence of the M. EF, church, South, asking for help in 
the establishment of schools to better prepare their 
teachers and preacliers for their work, 

The M. E. church south responded by the estab- 
lishment of Paine Institute in Augusta, Ga. This 
ix a school forthe education of colored ministers 
and teachers At the iest session of the orth 
Georgia Conference. held at Marietta, Rev. W . C.
